This  is  to  remind  you  that  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  procedure  for  hand- 
ling State  bills  covering  personal  services  rendered  in  connection  with  the  inspec- 
tion, of  fresh  and/or  processed  foods.    We  find  that  quite- a  few  of  our  offices  are 
attaching  vouchors  to  invoices  reoeived  from  the  States-  covering  such  service  and 
f orwarding,  these  to  the  Regional  Fiscal  Offices  for  handling.     In  each  case  where 
State  services  are  requested,  the  invoice  for  the  service  should  be  routed  through 
the  office  and  initialed  by  the  person  requesting  the  service.    When  this  has  been 
done,  the  State  invoice  should  be  forwarded  to  this  office  for  proper  handling. 
Insofar  as  processed  foods  offices  are  concerned,  since  this  Federal  Facility  work 
is  usually  handled  on  a  contract  basis,  it  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  office 
requesting  the  State  service  to  see  that  same  is  included  in  the  proper  reports  to

The  onion  market  is  dull  over  the  entire  country.     Daily ' shipments  now  average 
approximately  75  cars.     Prices  are  considerably  below  veiling  and  supplies  of  old 
crop  onions  are  ample  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.     Texas  19U5  new  crop  onions 
are  reported  to  be  in  good  condition  and  shipments  will  start  about  April  1.  The 
total  early  and  late  spring  and  early  summer  acreage  is  91*3^0  acres,   compared  with 
101,750  acres  last  yean. 

VEGETJJ3LE  SURPLUSES 

A.  program  to  encourage  use<  of  southern  cabbage  for  sauerkraut  was  approved  by
